Portraits of Pride 
A few fond memories of the 
very memorable Pride 2001 
celebrations in Edmonton 
and Calgary. 
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Dear Outlooks, 


I am writing to applaud Sean 
McLennan’s article “Sounds Like Us” 
(May Outlooks, 2001). He has picked such 
an appropriate title in his well-rounded 
perspective on the background of deaf 
culture. He has provided an insight that 
very few people ever see: the issues that the 
deaf community faces in a hearing society, 
and vice versa. As a deaf person myself, I 
know all too well the challenges and 
barriers that the deaf culture has been 
struggling with—misconceptions and 
discrimination. 

I feel that I must add to the opinion of 
the article and say that we are faced with a 
very serious problem that has created a gap 
in both hearing and deaf societies. For any 
rules in the advancement of human 
interaction, there must be recognition and a 
real need to involve specific individuals or 
cultures in a mainstream society—even 
though, at times, we may not or may not 
want to understand the true intentions of 
those individuals or cultures. Eliminating 
stereotypes is the first step in the process of 
tearing down barriers and building bridges. 
To some people, the deaf community has 
suffered from a lot of misconceptions, and 
this is what has caused a rift between them 
and the world at large. 

Though it is not widely known by 


many people, the deaf community has 
enjoyed a rich and vast history like any 
other culture. Unfortunately, like any other 
culture, the deaf community has become a 
victim of oppression. So little was 
understood about deafness and _ the 
conditions it came with that the hearing 
majority either rejected the culture or tried 
to fix the problems through technological 
tools. We are also left to fend for ourselves 
through subsidized programs, with little 
money for proper education. No real social 
skills are taught. Parents are left with little 
or no knowledge of how to raise their deaf 
child for a strong future. And for those who 
have the right opportunities, finding high- 
entry jobs is rare. 

I was confronted by a dilemma that I 
had to answer on my own. I asked myself 
whether deafness itself actually constitutes 
a disability or if it’s the response of society 
to deafness that disables the deaf 
individual. Even though we cannot hear, 
we have still managed to adapt very well in 
a hearing world. It is my firm belief that the 
real problem lies in the fundamentals of 
communication. It is without question that 
patience and time are necessary in order to 
reap great rewards between our two, 
undisputedly connected, worlds. 
Commitment to successful communication 
lies in the concepts of motivation, a shared 
sense of responsibility and a desire to 
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communicate effectively. 

Although I hardly think that using deaf 
people to develop a better awareness for 
hunting aliens in the dark justifies the 
cause, the important issue is to overcome 
challenges. And, as Sean McLennan points 
out, “...build character, self-esteem and 
self-identity.” He has taken the first step in 
bridging the understanding between the 
deaf and the hearing cultures, and this is 
why I applaud him.

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Patience and perseverance pays off

Each month when it comes time to 
write my Publisher’s Column, I 
occasionally stare at a blank sheet of 
paper and try to decide what to write 
about. That is not the case this month, 
however, as I have patiently waited for 
two years to be in a position to tell this 
story. Many say that patience is a virtue, 
and there were many times in the past 
twenty-four months when I knew it was 
not a virtue of mine; frustration had taken 
its place. Now it is time to share with you 
the process that has resulted in giving us 
the first gay credit card affinity program 
in Canada to help fund our foundation. 

What now seems a long time 
ago—back in August of 1999—we 
thought it would be a great idea to have a 
credit card affinity program, an initiative 
that would channel money into research 
efforts without employing traditional 
fundraising methods. Also, these monies 
could be used to fund the community and 
help the fight against AIDS across 
Canada. A similar program in the 
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Travel 
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Market Mall 
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U.S.—The Elton John AIDS Foundation 
Credit Card—has been very successful 
and contributed significantly to the fight 
against AIDS. 

For us, the first step was to create a 
foundation to receive the monies and 
establish a process that would determine 
who would receive funds. Plans were 
quickly underway to launch the new 
foundation on January Ist, 2000, in order 
to begin the new millenium with a legacy 
for the future. It was decided that we 
would incorporate a non-profit foundation 
in order to fund start-up projects that did 
not have charitable status. This meant the 
foundation could not issue tax receipts, 
but could fund the kinds of new groups, 
research and education programs that 
needed financial support to get off the 
ground. This proved to be one of the 
easiest parts of the whole process. 

With the set-up of the foundation 
underway, it was time to approach a bank 
to organize a Visa or MasterCard® 
affinity program. A presentation was 
designed and written for the major banks, 
and initial meetings were easy to arrange 
with their head offices in Toronto. At 
first, both the Bank of Montreal 
MasterCard® representatives and Royal 
Bank Visa management were very 
receptive. However, it all seemed to hinge 
upon how big our mailing list would be. I 
carefully explained that subscribers were 
still cautious about giving out their home 
addresses and a large mailing list would 
be out of the question. In order to market 
to these people, we had to be creative and 
think outside of the box. This bit of 
experience-driven news seemed to fall on 
deaf ears. Slowly the list of banks we 
were approaching expanded, and we 
received mixed reviews from Toronto 
Dominion, Citibank, CIBC, and even 
American Express Bank of Canada. None 
of these institutions was willing to work 
with us to make this program a reality. 

By January 2001, it was beginning to 
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seem like a lost cause, when suddenly 
MBNA Canada Bank® appeared. In only 
six months a deal was struck, and the 
credit card affinity program is now a 
reality. Now, if you apply and receive one 
of these very special MasterCards®, each 
time you use it an initial royalty payment 
and on-going percentage of sales will go 
to the Outlooks Millennium Community 
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Foundation, primarily for AIDS research 
and education. This allows you to make a 


contribution to this valuable and 
necessary cause without having to find 
additional money to do so. Our primary 
goal was to make sure that fundraising 
methods did not infringe on charities or 
events that already exist. 

Now it is up to you to share in the 
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perseverance and take advantage of this 
program. We have created the vehicle, but 
it will only be successful if you participate 
and support this venture. 

I hope you will take the time to 
complete the application form enclosed in 
this issue of Outlooks, and be proud of 
your role in making it a successful 
fundraising venture.

Well, the sky didn’t fall, the world 
didn’t end, and that trash-talking Fred 
Phelps didn’t even show his face. Was 
Pride 2001 a success? Absolutely. 

Even under tattered clouds and a 
refreshing shower, the world seemed just 
a little bit brighter for a few hours on 
June 10. Record crowds turned out to 
witness—and walk in—a_ colourful 
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procession of exuberant members of the 
gay and lesbian community. 

In terms of media profile, this 
year’s parade was the most successful to 
date. Drawn by the prospect of conflict, 
members of the print and broadcast 
media flew in from such distant points as 
Ottawa and the U.S. From many of their 
perspectives, the Calgary celebration was 
a crashing disappointment. Protesters 
spurred on by “Rev.” Fred Phelps, of 
godhatesfags.com infamy, were limited 
to a handful of nearly unnoticeable 
clusters. A van carrying a few more of 
them seemed to mysteriously get caught 
in Calgary Police Service-generated 
traffic for most of the event. To the CPS’ 
credit, conflict was not just minimal, it 
was non-existent. In fact, one out-of- 
town reporter was overheard shouting, 
“What am I supposed to write about? 
There’s nothing going on here but a 
goddamned Pride Parade!” into her cell 
phone. 

The big news of the day—and well 
into the night—was the presence of 
parade marshal Joe Clark. The one-time 
Prime Minister sat comfortably in a 
BMW loaned out for the occasion, 
waving and smiling at thousands of 


cheering supporters with wife Maureen 
McTeer at his side. One spectator, a 
woman well into her senior years, 
snapped pictures wildly and shouted, “TI 
love you Mr. Clark—you are a good 
man!” Television coverage, usually 
limited to sensationalized shots of drag 
queens and leathermen, was dominated 
by Clark’s beaming face. 

“I was happy to be part of the 
celebration,” said the federal leader of 
the Progressive Conservative Party about 
his involvement. “I’ve always believed 
in equality and encouraging groups to do 
their best and make the community 
better.” 

Another factor in the 2001 kick-off 
to Pride Week was the increased presence 
of supportive visitors. With Alberta’s 
celebrations being held on consecutive 
and non-conflicting weeks, many 
Edmontonians made the trek to Calgary 
in support of the event. 

Support was also lent in a big way 
by the labour movement, including 
members of the National Women’s 
Committee, the National Rainbow 
Committee and the National Pink 
Triangle Committee. According to 
National Pink Triangle Committee Co- 
chair Sinda Cathcart, getting involved in 
the parade was not a difficult choice. 

“Tt was definitely important for us 
to [participate], more pointedly from a 
labour perspective. I’m really thankful 
that different labour organizations have 
picked up the ball to show solidarity with 
regard to GLBT issues,” she said, “I was 
carrying the CUPE Saskatchewan banner 
and I heard several times through the 
crowd, ‘There’s CUPE Sask!’ It was 
really gratifying to be recognized for our 
involvement in that way, and I really 
think it’s important to maintain that 
presence.” 

Given the relatively balanced 
coverage and strong support of the 
mainstream media, it was little surprise 
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that the Alberta Rockies Gay Rodeo 
Association called a media conference 
mere days after the parade. 

“The press conference was held 
during Pride Week for a number of 
reasons,” said ARGRA’s publicist Ashley 
Anderson. “We wanted to work 
proactively with the media and provide 
accurate information for folks we may 
not have reached before. I think that 
slowly but surely we’re making progress 
in terms of understanding within the 
mainstream community.” 
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In 2001, progress and understanding 
seems to be the name of the game. And 
that’s something that we can all be proud 
of. 
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I have never been a great “goodbye 
person.” Even as a child I could only ever 
go to the airport to collect visiting relatives, 
but never to see them off. It is no wonder, 
then, that this final letter of mine made it 
into the paper at zero hour; it has been a 
very difficult thing to write. 

Four-and-a-half years ago, I was 
introduced to Roy Heale by mutual friends 
who felt that we should meet: he was in the 
process of starting a gay publication in one 
of the toughest markets in Canada and I was 
coming off a stint with Xtra/West in 
Vancouver. For the most part, I believe that 
things happen for a reason—and I like to 
think that our meeting was one of those 
things. 

Working at Outlooks has been a 
tremendous experience for me. I have been 
able to exercise and hone skills that I truly 
thought would gather dust on some cerebral 
back-shelf. I have met and worked with 
some incredible people, many of whom I’ ve 
come to regard as good friends. And, in 
being involved with this paper, I'd like to 
think that I’ve played a part in making a 
difference in the way our gay community in 
Alberta is perceived. When Outlooks first 
started, it was a near-impossible task to find 
high-profile people who would agree to 
being interviewed in the paper. Now, 
thanks to the courage of leaders such as 
Christine Silverberg (she is one, in the 
truest sense of the word), and the gradual 
acknowledgment that we pesky homos are 
not going to go away anytime soon, things 
are changing. Rapidly. At this point in the 
paper’s evolution, it is not uncommon for 
politicians, popstars and publicists to pick 
up the phone and call us. And that’s a pretty 
great feeling, knowing that a little niche 
narket publication can count just as much 
‘and, in some cases, even more than) the 
nainstream press. 

When I first took this position, my long- 
ime friend and mentor Cindy Filipenko 


(former editor of Xtra/West and a 
contributor to this paper) gave me a few 
words of advice. “Veeds, I want you to be 
aware of one thing,” she said. “Ninety 
percent of your job is going to be politics 
and bull**** and ten percent is going to be 
actual work!” Now, I’m not a “numbers 
person” any more than I am a “goodbye 
person,” but in hindsight I think that ratio 
might have been slightly off. It has 
certainly proven to be closer to equal parts 
hard work and politics. This combination, 
while exhilarating, still makes for a lot of 
high stress, late nights, missed 
engagements—and that can be quite a drain 
on one’s personal resources. 

I moved to Calgary just over six years ago 
with one goal in mind: to piece together the 
rather large chunks of my first novel and get 
it off to a publisher. Over these past few 
years, that particular dish has been seasoned 
and stirred quite regularly, but has not come 
close enough to being “served” with pride. 
It is now time to finish it off and get that 
dinner bell ringing. With a bit of space 
cleared on my schedule, I hope to have the 
completed manuscript for Commitment to 
Glamour ready to go in the fall. Being the 
pushy queen that I am, I will make sure that 
everyone is duly notified when it is slated 
for release. Who knows—with that damned 
book out of the way I may even have time 
to attend to the second novel and the gay 
sit-com, not to mention a chance to finish 
painting my condo! 

In closing, I'd just like to say that the 
past four years have been a tremendous 
experience for me. The opportunity to chat 
with everyone from Sue Johanson and Chi 
Chi LaRue to Jeanne Beker and Vicki 
Gabereau has been a blessing. My trip to 
Chicago to interview Rupert Everett was an 
unbelievably rewarding experience, as was 
the travel junket I took to Montreal for 
Pride ’99. My deepest gratitude goes out to 
all those who made these and countless 
other experiences possible for me. I would 
particularly like to thank Roy Heale and 
Doug McDougall, for without their efforts 
there would be no Outlooks around to create 
such opportunities not only for me, but for 
many others, as well. To all the writers, 
illustrators, models, photographers, layout 
artists and sales people I have had the 
pleasure of working with over the years, I 
offer my sincerest thanks. And finally, I 
want to thank everyone out there who has 
picked up the paper, and offered both their 
praise and constructive criticism—you have 
made this entire experience a truly 
rewarding one. Cheers,

Why would anyone, of supposedly 
sound mind, crouch on their hands and knees 
in a tiny aeroplane, zoom up to 3,000 feet, 
crawl out along a wing strut and hang there 
perilously in a howling gale before arching 
backwards and falling into emptiness? It’s 
hard to say, but J’ve done it—twice! Several 
friends long ago questioned the soundness of 
my mind, but my explanation for having this 
experience was simple: Icarus.

dollars get a tax receipt. I managed to raise 
over $3,000 for the cause and squeezed $600 
out of my friendly bank manager, who 
promised to keep signing cheques as long as 
I didn’t ask him to jump himself! 

I have signed up three times but only 
jumped twice, due to illness. When you 
crawl out through the plane door and clutch 
that old wing strut, you actually carry a 
backpack containing two parachutes. So you 
do get a second chance if ‘parachute one’ 
misfires. Thankfully, for me, it didn’t. My 
first skydive had me feeling sick as a dog and 
looking greener than a shamrock, but I 
landed safely and didn’t throw up, even 
though I felt close to “losing it.” The second 
jump, a couple of years ago, was much nicer 
than my initial experience, as I knew the 
ropes by then and my nerves were steady. 
The first ten seconds is a freefall before the 
parachute snaps you into a gentle floating 
pattern where you feel amazingly calm and 
godlike as you survey Lake Winnipeg and 
the adjacent town of Gimli from high in the 
sky. Surprisingly, it is also very, very quiet 
as you drift downwards.

Now entering its sixth season, Icarus is 
a sponsored skydive held in Gimli, 
Manitoba. Since it began as a unique 
fundraiser by Village Clinic Inc. in 1995, 
Icarus has raised well over $100,000, with 
most of the money used to pay for 
emergency needs of people living with HIV. 
For the poorest who have run into financial 
trouble, it pays for food, rent, overdue phone 
bills, necessary travel, drugs and whatever 
other emergencies crop up. The event was 
started by Village Clinic Inc., which also 
operates the Emergency Assistance Fund 
that Icarus feeds. Last year, it paid out over 
$25,000 to needy people with HIV. 

This year it will be held over three days, 
August 3-5, and up to 150 skydivers are 
expected to sign up and cajole their friends 
into signing pledge forms. Each jumper is 
expected to raise a minimum of $225. The 
jump and the training are free, provided that 
this financial threshold is crossed. Those 
raising $325 or more also get a free Icarus T- 
shirt. One man actually raised more than 
$4,000 one year. All donations above ten 
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Carolyn Rickey, a former president of 
the University of Winnipeg Alumni 
Association, has been coordinating the event 
for Winnipeg’s Village Clinic for the past 
three years. She reports that several 
romances have been struck up at skydiver 
training school. Rickey once tried to get 
something going between an outstandingly 
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handsome male jumper and a lady she 
thought might be just right for him. 

“He was model material, but was a bit 
embarrassed when I suggested he meet this 
nice young lady,” she recalls with a laugh. 
“He told me he’d prefer it if I found him a 
nice-looking young man instead!” 

Many of the Icarus jumpers are gay and 
lesbian, and they come from all walks of life. 
The event also attracts straight people and 
even the odd drag queen, though rules 
strictly forbid them from waltzing out of the 
plane in glamorous ball gowns. This is a 
jumpsuit-only event! Participants also have 
to sign two legal waivers so they won’t sue if 
anything “unpleasant” happens, and are 
required to pass a general medical to ensure 
they’re fit. It goes without saying that booze 
is a “no-no.” 

Rickey did the jump with her brother 
two years ago and says it’s a great way to 
meet interesting people. Ages of jumpers 
range from eighteen to seventy-plus. Past 
jumpers have included members of the 
media, politicians and even a former 
principal dancer with the Royal Winnipeg 
Ballet, who keeps coming back for more. 

“Some people jump as a rite of passage, 
some do it for a dare and others do it to 
honour someone close they may have lost to 
AIDS or any other illness,” says Rickey. 
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The event has had past support from 
Manitoba Premier Gary Doer, Winnipeg 
Mayor Glenn Murray, the late Princess 
Diana and Elizabeth Taylor, who sent bottles 
of her perfume to be auctioned off. The ninth 
Earl and Countess of Orkney, who are 
residents of Winnipeg, have also acted as 
honorary co-chairs in the past. 

Although the three days of skydiving is 
lots of fun, the event has a serious purpose. 
Besides raising much-needed funds for 
people with HIV, all participants also get a 
short AIDS 101 talk, which covers the need 
for safe sex. Jumping from a plane with a 
parachute may be risky, but having sex 
without protection can be an even bigger 
risk.

After two long years, the Outlooks

(OMCF) is pleased to announce the debut 
of their affinity credit card program, 
which will primarily fund AIDS-related 
research and education. The affinity 
program is a fundraising initiative that 
has been on the board of directors’ 
agenda since the Foundation’s inception. 

For most groups and businesses, 
affinity card programs are a cinch to pull 
off. Based on a mailing list of potential 
cardholders, a bank will establish a credit 
card to share service charge proceeds 
between the institute and its affinity 
partner. However,’ creating such a 
program for the Outlooks Millenium 
Community Foundation was easier said 
than done. All such programs, whethe 
geared towards airline benefits or c 
purchases, are based on the number of 
names that can be submitted to a 
database of potential cardholders. Even 
in the year 2001, many readers are still in 
a position where passing out home 
addresses and personal information is an 
uncomfortable prospect.

The OMCF, restricted by privacy 
issues surrounding community 
membership lists, was forced to come up 
with some rather creative ways of 
providing a bank with a list. The 
Outlooks fourth anniversary contest, with 
a trip for two to London, England, was 
the only way for the Foundation to 
generate enough names and addresses to 
satisfy a bank’s list requirements. It 
turned out to be a classic win-win 
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situation: Outlooks reader Ken Werstuik 
won a trip to England and on a much 
larger scale, the stage was set for 
Canada’s community to be rewarded with 
the Outlooks Millenium Community 
Foundation MasterCard®. 

In the mid-’90s, the Elton John 
AIDS Foundation credit card program 
was created. Spearheaded by MBNA and 
the Elton John AIDS Foundation, the 
card was introduced into the U.S. market 
with great success. 

“I knew the same thing could be 
achieved in Canada, with spectacular 
results,” says Millennium Foundation 
board member and Outlooks Publisher 
Roy Heale. “It was just a matter of 
finding the right kind of forward- 
thinking bank and satisfying its list 
requirements.” 

After initial and rather encouraging 
consultation with many of Canada’s 
major institutional banks, tne fruit 
seemed to wither on the vine. However, 
MBNA Canada Bank®, rose to the 
challenge and stepped up to the plate.

benefits—will primarily assist AIDS 
research and education. 

The beauty of this program is that it 
does not and will not infringe on other 
fundraising activities.

“This had to be an entirely fresh 
approach to generating monies.” For 
every dollar spent on OMCF

charitable status. Coming to the aid of 
such “underdog” groups was a primary 
focus in the creation of the Outlooks 
Millennium Community Foundation. 

“Imagine that you want to start an 
AIDS education program in rural 
Saskatchewan,” Heale offers as an 
example. “You could be crushed by the 
initial expenses required to get such a 
thing underway. I believe there are many 
amazing ideas and avenues of support out 
there that could be explored —and 
realized—with the money this program 
will generate.” 

Already, upon notification of this 
new card’s existence, several businesses 
have stepped forward to discuss special 
discounts and programs based on card 
purchases.

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Are wedding bells ringing?

To wed or not to wed? This is the 
question that continues to divide the gay 
community. But as the florists and caterers 
anxiously await the verdict, many wonder 
what all the fuss is about. Marriage is 
sparking debate because heterosexuals have it 
and homosexuals don’t. Never mind that, as 
an institution, marriage is on life-support. 
Never mind the fact that fewer and fewer 
straight people are getting married, and more 
and more are getting divorced. Never mind 
that marriage is less about building a future, 
and more about dividing the spoils. If society 
is willing to bless the bonds between John and 
Mary, it had better do the same for John and 


Harry. Yet more and more frequently, 
members of the gay community are asking 
why we need society’s blessing in the first 
place. Many think we should take a harder 
look at what’s at stake and what’s to be gained 
by establishing a tradition of gay marriage. 

David Nicks is a thirty-eight-year-old 
Vancouver high school teacher who 
“...probably wouldn’t do it even if it was 
available.” Nicks (who’s been with his 
partner Ken Stobbs for eighteen years) says 
“You go to these beautiful wedding 
ceremonies where people promise to love 
each other until they die, and then three years 
later they split up.” 

Others, like Roy Codling, a forty-three- 
year-old employment counsellor, take a 
different view. Codling’s eight-year 
relationship with Thom Wells was formalized 
in a beachside commitment ceremony last 
February in Hawaii, with about a dozen 
friends and family members from British 
Columbia. 

“For one part of society to be denied the 
same rights and privileges [as another] under 
the law is what inspired us [to have the 
ceremony],” says Codling. Wells, a thirty- 
seven-year-old office worker, sees their union 
as a very important step.

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Just how important is marriage now that 
gay partnerships are being widely 
acknowledged and accepted? According to 
EGALE, last year’s “Modernization of 
Benefits and Obligations Act” resulted in 
changes to no less than sixty-eight federal 
laws and statutes, placing same-sex common- 
law couples on an equal footing with their 
opposite-sex counterparts. 

Unfortunately, it is rare that any benefit 
comes without a price. In fact, some couples 
could find themselves financial losers if 
recognized legally, which has prompted 
warnings that this new status has nothing to 
do with equality. The real agenda is to 
impose definitions based on a heterosexual 
model, resulting in new restrictions on 
benefits like social assistance for dual-income 
couples. The hardest hit would be the poor, 
the sick and the disadvantaged. 

Social worker Lyle Jones says he 
“..would rather people make the choice to 
get married than live together for two years 
and suddenly be covered by the Family Law 
Act whether they want it or not.” He adds 
that, “if you have sex with someone over a 
period of time, you could suddenly be in a 
legal contract with that person.” 

Nonetheless, Codling isn’t swayed. “IT 
think it scares a lot of people in the gay 


community that, as we gain more equality, we 
must also be more responsible when entering 
into relationships,” he offers. 

The basic question remains: do gays and 
lesbians deserve the same partnership options 
as heterosexuals? MP Svend Robinson’s 
position is that equality must extend to all, 
and he recently introduced a private 
member’s bill on same-sex marriage in the 
House of Commons. 

Nicks feels the inequities “can be 
remedied by extending additional nghts to 
same-sex partners without extending the 
social institution of marriage.” He adds, “I 
don’t feel slighted that ’'m not allowed to 
marry; to be honest, I see marriage as more of 
a religious thing.” 

While some opponents fret about the 
church or state gaining control of gay 
relationships, Codling and Wells feel that the 
real issue is recognition. Everyone agrees 
that some degree of community approval 
fosters stronger bonds. 

“Since our ceremony, there’s a new 
feeling of support from our families, our 
friends and our co-workers. They take this 
seriously now,” says Codling. Others are less 
supportive, and Wells notes that “I can’t have 
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people always looking at it and saying ‘yeah, 
but...’” He has seen some dismiss their union 
by saying “They think they’re married, but 
they’re really not.” 

Social worker Jones believes that “a 
relationship becomes more solid when it’s 
honoured and respected in the community, 
whatever community that might be.” 

Stobbs says he and Nicks have always 
enjoyed strong support and, after eighteen 
years together, “a lot of people, straight and 
gay, remember us at the end of every June, 
contacting and congratulating us.” 

Anniversary cards are one thing, but 
when push comes to shove who gets control 
in a relationship that has no legal standing? 
Who really does make the rules regarding 
admittance to the emergency room, 
entitlement to survivor benefits and keys to 
the car and the condo? It’s amazing how 
people who object to state control begin to 
demand government regulation when the sky 
is falling. 

Codling warns that legally recognized 
unions are crucial “with wills, or pension- 
wise...and health care-wise, if decisions have 
to be made on treatment...who decides things 
if something happens to either one of us.” 
Stobbs worries about the definition of ‘next of 
kin,’ and says “there’s nobody in my family 
who should be making a decision on when to 
pull a plug. It should be my partner, and I 
want that covered.” Jones agrees that, “you 
can sit down with a lawyer and write out 


provisions for every single thing, or you can 
just get married and be covered—just like 
that.” He adds that, when it’s time for tough 
decisions, “marriage defines things and is 
rock solid.” 

Some still dismiss marriage as a straight 
institution belonging to heterosexual culture; 
Nicks even questions the wisdom of “co- 
opting [marriage] from the heterosexual 
majority and pasting it on [our] community.” 

Wells doesn’t see himself as a 
heterosexual copycat and has no interest in 
adopting children or forming a traditional 
family unit. Nor does he understand how his 
relationship threatens anyone’s family values. 
“Judge me if you want,” he says, “ just stay 
out of my bedroom.” Stobbs adds that “all 
threats are based on fear, and if one day we’re 
no longer a threat, some other group will take 
our place immediately.” 

In many instances, it’s gays and lesbians 
who feel threatened. Is it any wonder we feel 
ignored when community and family honours 
our straight siblings? Nicks recalls that his 
brother’s recent wedding was “...a huge deal, 
and probably [cost] well over $100,000 when 
you count the people who flew in, the 
receptions, the parties and the honeymoon. 
They got about $50,000 worth of gifts. It’s 
iritating to think nobody particularly cared 
when Kenny and I got together.” 

Like it or not, our culture continues to 
place a much higher value on the bonds 
between man and woman. Indeed, full social 
and legal approval of our relationships seems 
to be just as far off today as it was when the 
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first rocks were hurled at Stonewall. But 
that’s just fine with those who see acceptance 
of same-sex marriage as tantamount to 
seeking government “approval.” 
Relationships, many say, are valid when 
consenting adults declare them valid. At the 
same time, other, more practical voices warn 
that some degree of regulation is necessary to 
ensure fair treatment if relationships fail and 
consent is no longer possible. In the 
meantime, we’re all free to form whichever 
type of partnerships we choose. Or form 
none. What’s very clear is that we still have a 
long, long way to go. 

Wells, who recently started a new job, 
said that when he mentions his marriage, co- 
workers immediately assume he’s 
heterosexual. “How do I turn around to that 
person and say ‘I married a man,” he reflects, 
“Will they think less of me?” 

It is quite likely that an element of 
society will always think less of gay couples, 
but Nicks doesn’t believe that new laws will 
change old attitudes. As for acceptance and 
respect, he says “I demand that for myself; I 
don’t think somebody hands it to you.”

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Canyon Sam : bridging worlds

This summer, Edmonton welcomes the 
world. At least, that’s what we keep 
hearing. But while athletes pour into The 
Big Onion, a quieter kind of warrior will 
arrive. No guns blazing, no national 
anthems, no flags... just an individual 
with a chip on her shoulder and her own 
race to run. Games? Hell no! 
talking about the Edmonton Fringe! 

Enter acclaimed solo performance artist 
Canyon Sam, an Asian-American, 
practicing Buddhist, bi-curious then bi- 
anxious then bi-sexual writer. Someone 
that hyphenated should be right at home 
amongst the rebels and radicals and 
rowdies that comprise Edmonton’s 
granddaddy of all festivals. The San 
Francisco native has a lot of questions 
about Edmonton—despite all her travels, 
it’s her first time coming this far north. 
Alberta might be a far cry from 
California’s gay mecca, but it gives me 
pleasure to brag about our Fringe. Our 
gay Pride parades might be small, but our 
theatre party sets the bar! 

Canyon Sam seems pleased to hear this. 
“T’ve never done a Fringe Festival before;

I applied to the Edmonton Fringe—which 
is decided by lottery—and won a spot.” 
And now here she comes, carrying her 
one-woman show Capacity To Enter with 
her. Capacity To Enter is a serio-comic 
exploration of what happens when desire, 
politics and spiritual commitments 
collide. Canyon Sam’s writing explores 
her ethnicity, sexuality, travels to Tibet 
and activist work in Buddhist Asia. She 
is currently working on a new book, a 
blend of dramatic monologues of Tibetan 
women in history, and her own journeys 
in Buddhist practice and social activism. 
Even though it sounds like Canyon Sam 
is being pulled in many directions at 
once, it all gels into one state of being for 
her. She moves between these 
classifications with ease; she is all of 
these contradictions and more. 

Sam, a third-generation San Franciscan, 
grew up around people who questioned 
authority. “Growing up in San Francisco 
in the ‘60s, I always thought all this was 
perfectly normal: the bay, the hills, the 
fog, the diverse people, the wide-ranging 
politics. I had no idea the world held 
anything else. Every Sunday as a child, I 
would watch the Vietnam War protests 
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THE VERY EXPRESSIVE

march down my street. I grew up 
knowing that social change was possible, 
that you could challenge authority and 
that you could change the world.” 

Canyon Sam came out in the 1970s and 
spent a decade as a writer and activist in 
the lesbian/gay rights movement in San 
Francisco. She founded the ground- 
breaking group of female Chinese- 
American writer/performers, Unbound 
Feet, and was the first Asian American 
Honorary MC in history for the San 
Francisco Gay/Lesbian Rights Parade in 
1981. She had published over two dozen 
stories and articles before going into solo 
performance. In 1986, she travelled with 
a backpack through China and Tibet for a 
year, then worked in the Tibet 
independence movement for several more 
years, returning to Asia for extended 
periods of time. Her travels and human 
rights efforts have made her home that 
much more precious to her. 

“I appreciate San Francisco more now 
that I’ve seen the rest of the world,” she 
says of her Third World experiences. 
“I’ve realized that no place is perfect. 
But people in the industrialized West 
don’t realize how cushy life is here, 
compared to what the majority of people 
in the world experience. We have a free 
press, we have public education. In some 
of those other places, you don’t grow up 
assuming you'll have access to medical 
care, to free education. It made me feel 


even more responsible for using the gifts 
that I have as an educated person in a free 
country.” 

Her ancestors hail from China, and her 
great-grandfather was a performer in the 
Chinese Opera. “His opera company 
used to tour the entire Pacific Rim,” she 
recalls. “Out of all the places he saw, he 
decided to settle in San Francisco.” And 
as open and free as her home city is, 
Canyon Sam admits that America is not 
without its contradictions. She speaks of 
seeing The Laramie Project, a play 
inspired by the Matthew Shepard murder. 

sOnemote the characters—the 
sheriff—undergoes a transformation, due 
to all he has learned from investigating 
the murder. He says something like 
‘People in America shouldn’t have to feel 
this kind of fear.’ And yet people of 
colour feel that kind of fear all the time. 
Everything that play said about violence 
against gays could be said about violence 
against people of colour, at both the overt 
and covert level. As a person of colour, 
I’d say I get a lot more flak for my race 
than for my sexuality.” 

Canyon Sam has written three plays 
prior to Capacity to Enter: The Dissident 
and Taxi Karma. In Capacity, (billed as a 
“sexual-spiritual journey toward 
developing the capacity to enter into the 
freshness of the present moment”), Sam 
unexpectedly finds herself—with a man! 
“All that work coming out,” the character 
exclaims, “and I’m going straight!” 

It’s clear that this experience was a 
significant one in her life and a factor in 
finding her sense of identity. “I struggled 
silently, afraid to tell my dyke friends, 
afraid to tell my straight friends,” she 
says “But I was ready to write a new 
show, and I thought: ‘Hey, wait a minute, 
this dilemma of mine possesses inherent 
emotional and dramatic conflict. Why 
not write about this? If I’m struggling, I 
can’t be the only one. Maybe I can speak 
to what other people are grappling with.’ 
So I took something very secret and 
hidden and put it on stage, in lights. In 
creating the piece, which I thought was 
about a very serious topic, it also 
unexpectedly, unfolded as a very funny 
piece, which made it that much more 
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disarming and accessible.” 

It would seem that audiences agreed 
with her approach. “How refreshing to 
see the closet door thrown open in both 


directions,” one audience member wrote 
after seeing the show. Another 
commented that Capacity “...stands 


bisexuality on its head. Immerses us in 
that age-old question: what then is the 
true path of the human heart?” The 
venerable Village Voice called Canyon 
Sam “a master storyteller...one of the 
best of the next wave of Asian-American 
performance artists,’ and The San 
Francisco Examiner proclaimed Capacity 
To Enter, “Irresistable.” 

The show, like Canyon Sam, defies any 
kind of easy categorization. She plays 
seven major characters and assorted 
minor ones: Canyon Sam; the narrator; 
the former lesbian separatist; the man she 
is attracted to; Shelley, a radical feminist 
psychology student lover who’s trying to 
develop a “Dyke Nation” therapy for a 
sick society; and Canyon Sam’s second- 
generation Chinese-American mother, 
who has to deal with her daughter’s 
second coming-out. “Tea drinkers don’t 
switch to coffee,” Mom rationalizes. If 
only life were that simple. 

“T portray all sides of the story,” she 
says. “The characters represent this 
conflict—culturally, sexually, politically 
and spiritually. The latter because the 
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whole play revolves around my Buddhist 
practice, specifically of the third precept 
about sexual responsibility. Ultimately 
it’s about embracing uncertainty and 
change. In the ‘70s, we saw things in 
black and white: you were gay or you 
were straight; you were part of the 
problem or part of the solution. We were 
acting in reaction to the limitations of 
society. Now, years later, we can see 
there are more shades of grey. The 
society we’ ve infiuenced in the last thirty 
years, the openness we’ve cultivated, 
affords us the opportunity to look at those 
shades.” 

Capacity To Enter is playing during the 
Edmonton Fringe Festival (August 16-26) 
at the Cosmopolitan Music Society. 
Canyon Sam’s first nationally-acclaimed 
solo show, The Dissident, about her 
travels in China and Tibet and her human 
rights work with Tibetan nuns, is 
published by Applause Books in Amazon 
All Stars: Thirteen Lesbian Plays. The 
Edmonton Fringe show, Capacity To 
Enter, is published by Continuum Press 
in Blessed Bi Spirit: Bisexual People of 
Faith.

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Raising kids—and eyebrows!

There’s an annoying little ad that runs 
regularly hereabouts for the Playboy 
Channel. While the ubiquitous bunny 
grows on the screen, a seductive female 
voice informs us that a new study reveals 
that, on average, men think about sex 
every ten seconds—or three times a 
minute, or something like that. There’s a 
pregnant pause. Then the same voice 
adds: “Well, duh!”—as if it should be 
common knowledge that all that has ever 
been on the male mind is actually in his 
shorts. Still, there are a lot of studies 
these days that seem to elicit the ‘Duh!’ 
response, not the least of which is a new

study released last month by two 
University of Southern California 
sociologists and published in the 


American Sociological Review. Authored 
by Judith Stacey and Timothy Biblarz 
(after what I’m sure was an arduous 
regimen of sorting and digging) this new 
study reveals that, on average, children 
raised by same-sex parents grow up to be 
different than children raised in your 
typical family. 

“Well, duh!” I found myself thinking as 
I read findings which indicate that 
children raised by gay or lesbian parents 
show more empathy for social diversity, 
are less confined by gender stereotypes 
and are probably more likely to explore 
homosexual activity. 

This is news? 

I mean, think about it. Kids raised by 
gay or lesbian parents have been exposed 
to right-wing censure all their lives, so it’s 
small wonder that they’d grow up to be 
signifiganly more empathetic than the 
product of a heterosexual couple who 
raise their little Brittneys and Justins with 
an ingrained sense of entitlement that 
precludes almost any sort of empathy. 
Next to actually walking in the shoes of an 
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outcast, there is nothing quite like 
watching an outcast you love walk in his 
own shoes to teach you empathy. And if a 
child grows up without ever sharing a 
home with a straight white male, chances 
are he or she isn’t going to have too clear 
an idea of gender roles—and that’s not 
such a bad thing. Not when you consider 
that, in a lot of “traditional” households, 
the female’s role is to juggle 
everything—cleaning, cooking, laundry, 
finances, carpools and the like—with a 
nine-to-five regular job outside the home. 
Meanwhile, the straight male’s role is to 
watch TV, go out with the boys, follow all 
sports obsessively, belch, fart and, oh, 
yeah, go to that regular job, just like mom. 

As for that business about being more 
likely to experiment with homosexuality, 
that makes sense too. After all, we all tend 
to try to follow our _ parent’s 
example—and let’s not forget that there’s 
a wide gulf between experimenting and 
embracing. In fact, like many of my 
peers, I experimented with 
heterosexuality for a while before I made 
peace with and embraced the way I was 
put together. And frankly, I find that 
members of the gay and _ lesbian 
community are far more inclined to be 
honest about their experimentation with 
hetero sex than most heteros are about 
their experiments with gay sex. Still, 
there it was in black and white—for my 
money, a ringing endorsement of gay 
parenthood if ever there was one. I mean, 
hell, if I were a heterosexual raising kids,

I think I might want to have a gay couple 
move in just for the things they could 
teach my children. 

Given a choice between having kids 
grow up empathetic and unencumbered by 
either gender roles or sexual stereotyping, 
or having them grow up narrow-minded, 
repressed and terrified of everything that 
happens beneath their navel, what’s to 
choose? And, better still, this is all news 
to the straight community, even though, 
any one of ’em could have reasoned it all 
out with an ounce of common sense. Hell, 
now that it’s news, I reasoned, they’ll be 
begging us to raise their kids, because sure 
as God made green geese, every yuppie in 
the world is going to be lining up for the 
new, kinder, gentler Brittneys and Justins. 

My euphoria was to prove short lived, 
however. Less than twenty-four hours 
after reading the first article, the straight 
media had reduced it to the simple fact 
that children raised by same-sex parents 
were far more likely to experiment with 
homosexual behaviour—period. The 
straight media had done it again. 

Well, duh!

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Party favours and precautions

The Edmonton gay scene has been rife 
for months with rumours about gay men— 
particularly younger gay men—being 
slipped the date rape drug Rohypnol, also 
known as ‘Roofies.’ Everyone, it seems, 
has heard or knows of an acquaintance who 
has been supposedly given the drug, 
attacked, and then been left to wonder what 
really happened the night before. But 
second- or third-hand accounts of incidents 
are usually ninety percent rumour and ten 
percent reality. What’s really the scoop on 
the drug scene in downtown Edmonton, 
where all of the gay clubs and bars are 
located? Has Rohypnol actually reared its 
head in this city, or is there something else 
out there being used on unsuspecting club 
patrons? Is all the whispering and worrying 
an over-reaction? 

These are questions of particular interest to 
the gay and lesbian communities, in no 
small part because queers are the very 
groups least likely to seek help and legal 
redress when attacked or exploited. The 
rumour mills keep churning in part because 
the fear of media exposure and 
scrutiny—which could lead to a questioning 
not just of the crimes committed but of the 
perceived ‘lifestyle’ that may have 
contributed to those crimes. This factor 
unfortunately stops many gays and lesbians 
from ever seeking redress. Where better to 
get the inside scoop on the drug scene than 
from the policemen who walk the beat in the 
downtown neighbourhoods that surround 
the clubs? Constable Grant Jongejan, a 
seven-year veteran of the Edmonton Police 
Service, has been walking the beat in the 
warehouse district of downtown Edmonton 
for the past three years with his beat partner, 
Constable Rick Abbott. Together, they visit 
the clubs, investigate incidents and help 
victims. He spoke to Outlooks about the 
rumour-mill, the rave scene and what drugs

are making the rounds in our province’s 
capital city. 


Outlooks: So what about these rumours of 
Rohypnol—has it arrived in Edmonton? 


Jongejan: I’ve been around for three years 
on the beat and I’ve never seen Rohypnol. 
I’ve investigated a few date-rape situations 
where a drug was used, but I can neither 
confirm nor deny that it was Rohypnol. 
Generally, that’s a Mexican/U.S. name 
thrown around because it’s common, but I 
believe now that the drug is only available in 
Europe. There’s a type of drug, similar in its 
configuration and uses, in both Canada and 
the U.S. I don’t know the name specifically, 
but it’s basically the same. What we’ve seen 
in Edmonton, though, are other drugs that 
are just as effective, less expensive and ones 
you could easily produce in your home. 


Outlooks: So what are some of these drugs 
that have the same effect? 


Jongejan: One is Ketamine Hydrochloride, 
or “Special K.” It’s a tranquilizer. The kids 
use it now to get a high, but it is used most 
commonly as an anesthetic for babies, 
because infants can’t use a local. It’s a 
general anesthetic that you consume and it 
puts you into almost a coma state—so, of 
course, you can see how that would allow 
for a date-rape situation to occur. Normally, 
you can get it out of a veterinary source. 
When you see the grizzly bear on National 
Geographic Special getting tranquilized, 
they’re hitting him with Ketamine. 


Outlooks: But how would the layman know 
how much to use? 


Jongejan: They don’t. It’s like a lot of other 
drugs—everyone thinks they can figure the 
dosage out, but if everyone could figure 
those sorts of things out we wouldn’t have 
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overdoses. Kids normally ingest it through 
the nose, now. But in terms of using if for a 
date-rape drug, you could easily drop it into 
a liquid or sprinkle it on food. Another such 
drug is Gamma Hydroxy Butyric Acid 
(GHB). It’s called a bunch of different 
things—Cherry Meth, Liquid E—it’s 
unique in that it’s a saltier liquid, and clear. 
So if it were dropped into a drink it wouldn’t 
change the colour. For example, in a Caesar 
or a Saltier drink it would mix in quite well. 
It puts you into a very deep sleep, so you get 
into a disassociative state: you don’t know 
if you just dreamed what happened, or if it 
actually happened. 


Outlooks: So that kills any chance of being 
able to testify in a trial if you aren’t able to 
tell what is reality and what isn’t. 


Jongejan: Yes, that’s right. GHB has been 
used by bodybuilders in an attempt to get a 
good night’s sleep. There was some 
evidence that it might also promote muscle 
growth, but the big reason for its use was 
that many bodybuilders use caffinated 
supplements or speed for their workouts, 
and so they had to get sleep somehow. GHB 
let them sleep for hours. Those are the main 


drugs you would see here for date-rape; 
GHB is easy to manufacture and Ketamine 
is easy to get. They are the two we see the 
most on the street. 


Outlooks: So within the gay community, 
have you investigated any date-rape cases? 


Jongejan: I can’t say that I have, but I have 
heard of some investigations that have taken 
place. I just haven’t done any of those 
investigations. Now, most people know that 
it is a very under-reported crime. The 
statistics are probably double to triple what 
is actually reported. And usually the ones 
that get reported are the ones that were only 
close to being rape, but didn’t actually 
happen, so it’s a crime that is embarrassing 
for the individual. They don’t feel 
comfortable talking about it; they might 
think: “Did I drink too much?” “Did I say 
‘yes’ when I meant ‘no?’” They feel shame 
and guilt, and quite frankly won’t come 
forward to report it. They'll chalk it up as a 
life experience and move on; that's the 
unfortunate part.

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Outlooks: Well, like all rape, the process of 
reporting the crime is sometimes in itself a 
trial, and can be even worse for gay people. 


Jongejan: The investigative process is 
always obtrusive—it’s always asking 
questions that people don’t feel comfortable 
answering, so a lot of times we get people 
starting the process and then find they’re not 
interested [in following through]. 
Unfortunately, as police officers, we’re 
bound by law as to what we can and can’t 
do. The next thing you get into is the societal 
aspect of it—how many times do you hear 
of people going to court for sexual offenses 
and then getting the charges thrown out for 
reasons of character that have no bearing on 
the case whatsoever? All those stigma roll 
together and you end up with people saying, 
“Tt’s not that big a deal, I'll just forget about 
it.’ You can blame the system, but 
unfortunately it has to operate somehow, 
even if it’s not very efficient. 


Outlooks: And sometimes in a city like 
Edmonton or Calgary, there are a fair 
number of people at the bars who aren’t out, 
so if date-rape happens to them, they don’t 
want the additional attention from the 
media. 


Jongejan: Absolutely. I mean, we face that 
barrier all the time. Even when we go and 
stand on the steps of the Roost to talk to the 
staff—or Fly or Secrets—wherever we go 
in, you can see heads dropping. Some 
people just don’t want us to know they’re 
there. I don’t know them from Adam, and 
even if I did, I’m not telling anybody. The 
stigma is still there for some people and, 
unfortunately, that’s the society we live in. 
So they’re certainly not going to come 
forward to say what’s happened to them, if 
it’s going to be embarrassing. 


Outlooks: Let’s talk about some other 
drugs—I spent four years in England in the 
early to mid- ’90s, and at that time Ecstasy 
was really big in a way it wasn’t over here. 
Now, it’s a hit here too—what’s happening 
with ‘E’ in the gay community and at the 
raves, generally? Is it heavily in use? 


Jongejan: If you do the research on Ecstasy 
and the club drugs, you’ ll see they started in 
the gay community. Many people over here 
don’t know that. And in England it crossed 
over into the mainstream—it wasn’t 
mainstream until recently. What we’re 
. seeing now is that it isn’t really big in the 
gay community anymore. That’s in part 
because the effects of Ecstasy...well, are 
‘Negative vis-a-vis sexual performance for 
males. It’s positive for females, but negative 
for males. The other aspect of it is the 
empathetic feelings you get at a rave. 
Normally in the gay community, particularly 
in Edmonton, you don’t need drugs to get 


that “connectedness.” Gays don’t need 
artificial means for getting that feeling of 
being in a community. That’s why we’re 
seeing younger and younger kids attracted 
to it.... The Ecstasy scene in Edmonton is 
mainly mainstream, between the ages of 
fifteen and twenty-four. We’ve seen a 
shift—I call it the Ecstasy honeymoon—if 
you look at Europe and the U.S., you go 
through this honeymoon. Everything looks 
great, and you've got a lot of wonderful 
people partaking in the drug and having a 
good time, but then you need more Ecstasy 
to elicit the same effect because you’ve 
worn down the amount of dopamine you can 
produce, so now you have to move on to 
something stronger. The normal alternative 
is Crystal Meth. It’s no accident that the 
bikers produce Ecstasy and Crystal Meth. 
It’s all about money. Right now in 
Edmonton it’s about fifty-fifty. When I 
started the job in 1995, to get a 
Methamphetamine seizure was huge news. 
Now, it’s commonplace. 


Outlooks: So what’s the going rate now for 
an Ecstasy pill? 


Jongejan: When it first started it was $45. If 
you were a young woman, say sixteen and 
good-looking, you could get it for $20. 
Sometimes free. Now it’s dropped to about 
$25 a tablet for everyone. We’re also seeing 
a rise in Crystal Meth use because, as you 
need more and more Ecstasy to solicit your 
high, you can’t afford the five or six caps at 
twenty-five bucks a shot, so you try 
something else to get the high, and that’s 
when people start smoking Meth. There’s 
no guarantee, of course, that using Ecstasy 
means you are going to escalate to using 
Meth. Please don’t say I said that! 


Outlooks: Well, let’s deal with that, then. 
Because Ecstasy was really prevalent in the 
clubs in England. And I don’t think there 
have been enough studies of the long-term 
effects of Ecstasy. It is a chemically 
produced drug— 


Jongejan: It’s a harsh drug. 


Outlooks: What I found annoying in 
England was the hysteria that started in the 
media and with mostly middle-class parents 
about the drug,-all because a couple of kids 
died. The reason cited by doctors was that 
the victims either took way too many tablets, 
or failed to drink enough water when 
participating in the raves after taking the 
drug. Now, in one week—let alone one 
year—you might have had ten or more 
young people die from alcohol. Yet this 
didn’t get any media coverage to speak of. 
Eight people died from Ecstasy in the space 
of two-and-a-half years in England. For me 
the issue was: we’re putting a lot of money 
and effort into fighting this drug because it’s 
new and it’s used by young people, but on 
the other hand, there’s an awful lot of 


ignoring about a much larger problem in 
England, which is that everyone is pissed all 
the time. There’s a lot more violence and 
death coming out of that. As a police officer, 
I appreciate that you have to deal with the 
law and people breaking the law, but aren’t 
there wider issues here? 


Jongejan: We’re talking about some pretty 
big social issues here. Without saying, “It’s 
okay to smoke dope,” I know that if you 
smoke one joint you’re not going to die. I 
don't know if you drop one tab of Ecstasy 
that you’re not going to die. I can’t say that. 
What you mentioned about the water, we’ ve 
had groups like Rave Safe and Dance Safe 
provide that kind of information—what they 
call “harm-reduction groups.” I don’t agree 
that they’re harm-reduction groups. They 
may provide you with the information about 
the water and other things that are common 
knowledge, but what they don’t provide you 
with is some of the other information. You 
can’t figure out, based on the drug, what 
you’re getting, how much you're getting and 
how your metabolism is going to deal with 
it. I consider Ecstasy a ‘hard’ drug. I don’t 
consider marijuana a hard drug, so I think 
there a distinction there, yes.. The difference 
between alcohol and Ecstasy is that I can 
have three beer and not be drunk. I can’t 
have one Ecstasy and not be high. That’s 
something you need to consider in terms of 
responsible use. Some people will say “I can 
responsibly use Ecstasy.” Okay, well then I 
guess you can also responsibly use crack 
cocaine or heroin; I don’t think it’s a valid 
argument. 


Outlooks: What advice would you give 
someone who has experienced Rohypnol or 
a similar drug and been taken advantage of? 
How should they deal with it? 


Jongejan: Many people say go to the police 
first, but I say go to the hospital first. Look 
after your well-being. Get some drug 
samples taken. If there are drugs in your 
blood, that’s certainly evidence right there. 
There is sometimes a problem with calling a 
friend first, because it can screw up the 
version of events you’re trying to recall. 
They might say, “I remember you did this 
last night,” or “I remember you did that.” 
People can cloud your recollection of 
events, unknowingly. We ask that if you’re 
going to have a friend there, have them for 
moral support but do not ask them to help 
you recollect events. We'll get statements 
from the friends you were with later, as 
corroborating evidence. After you’ve taken 
care of the medical end of it, come and 
report it to the police. It’s uncomfortable, 
but you know what? I’d like to think 
policemen are professionals and we’ll deal 
with it in an appropriate manner. 


Outlooks: What if the person is gay and not 
particularly out, but still wants to make you 
aware of the person they felt was instigating 


the attacks—would that be useful for you, 
even if they don’t want to press charges? 


Jongejan: Absolutely. Privacy is one of our 
foremost concerns. The Edmonton Police 
Service does not go out of its way to publish 
the names of victims. In sexual assault 
matters, it’s very seldom that we’re going to 
print the name of the victim if we can help 
it. In terms of reporting that information to 
us, it’s always valuable to report it even if 
you are not carrying through with charges. 
It’s amazing how many files we can link 
based on little bits of information we collect.

ROGUE 


‘ANDY MANGELS and 
MICHAEL A. MARTIN

Never underestimate the power of 
myth. Gene Roddenberry recognized this 
simple fact and that is one of the reasons 
why Star Trek is the cultural icon that it is 
today. Built in an idealized 24th century 
culture where everyone is equal and 
prejudice and bigotry are ugly memories of 
the past, the intrepid crews of the 
Federation explore strange, new worlds, 
seeking out new civilizations—well, you 
know the rest. Yet, where in this brave new 
world are the queers? 

In the beginning, Star Trek was a show 
on the edge. The original series had 
television’s first inter-racial kiss between 
Uhura and Captain Kirk. In the later series, 
issues of social class and genetic ethics 
were brought up in Star Trek: The Next 
Generation. The producers and writers 
built their plots on diversity, equality and 
inclusion. But something was always 
missing: gay people. 


This is not likely to change any time 
soon in a television series or the movies, 
but authors Andy Mangels and Michael A. 
Martin have taken the first step in their 
novel Star Trek: Section 31, Rogue. For the 
first time in the Star Trek franchise (which 
includes dozens of spin-off books, comics 
and anthologies) the main character is a 
gay man. 

Andy Mangels has been writing and 
working in the science fiction/comics 
genre in a variety of media since 1985. Ina 
1998 Amazing Heroes article entitled “Out 
in Comics: the Creators and the Creations,” 
he became the first writer in mainstream 
comics to publicly announce that he is gay. 
Mangels has written for a huge variety of 
comics and licensed franchises, including 
Star Wars and X-Files, and was also the 
editor of the award-winning Gay Comics 
anthology for eight years. He is also the 
author of the best-selling Star Wars: The 
Essential Guide to Characters, now in its 
ninth printing. 

After some time and not a little 
success, Mangels decided to branch out 
and try his hand in the Star Trek universe. 
After contacting his friend Michael A. 
Martin (who, according to Mangels “...has 
an encyclopedic knowledge of Star Trek. ”) 
the two decided to put their heads together 
on a new project. 

“We thought we could pool [our] 
strengths and got our start writing Star Trek 
comics for Marvel, until they cancelled the 
series,” Mangels says. “Although we have 
been doing comics for Star Trek for three 
years, this is our first novel in the 
franchise.” 

One of the difficulties of writing a 
novel set in an idealized world is, how does 
one approach an issue like gay sexuality in 
a way that does not make it an issue? “In 
terms of the gay material for the book, our 
editor was very much in favour of our 
decisions. This is not a ‘gay-themed’ 
novel; the main character just happens to 
be gay,” Mangels says. “The conflicts in 
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the novel are not about his sexuality, his 
partner, or in relation to any other 
character. Gene Roddenberry often spoke 
of this utopian view in this universe, so 
there is no need to include any conflicts in 
this area.” 

As for the apparent fear of the 
television series to include gay characters 
Mangels says, “As a fan of Star Trek, I 
have been disappointed because the 
homosexual issue is being treated as an 
issue, yet in the 24th century it is non-issue. 
They’ve done episodes about Jordie [Next 
Generation] being blind, but not about his 
being black because it is unnecessary. So 
in our book, with a ground-breaking 


Saracen we have been caught on the 
horns of a dilemma in publicity: how do we 
bring attention to the character without 
making a big deal out of it?” 

As for the character himself, hardcore 
fans can actually see Lt. Hawk, played by 
actor Neil McDonough, in the Star Trek 
movie First Contact. Although he dies at 
the end of the movie, Mangels and Martin 
were fascinated by the possibility of using 
this character in their novel, which takes 
place six months prior to the movie 
timeline. 

“For cannon fodder, the Lt. Hawk 
character received a lot of air time,” says 
Mangels. “I thought: Let’s see what we 
can do with him. It was very important to 
me to have the audience be able to say to 


themselves, ‘Hey, I know that guy; I’ve 
seen him.’” 

As for the issue of negative reactions, 
both authors concede there is always that 
possibility. Michael A. Martin, co-author 
of the novel and the self-described “token 
straight one” of the team says, “I’m sure 
some redneck from East Jesus, Texas, will 
probably take crayon in hand and write 
some feeble protest, but other than that, we 
hope that the novel will be judged just on 
its merits and not who our fictional 
characters sleep with.”

You’ ve heard of ‘chick flicks,’ haven't 
you? Well, make way for a new genre and 
shout “Halleluia”—this is the dawning of 
the ‘chick with dick flicks’ era. A far cry 
from Madonna’s “Don’t Cry for Me 
Showtune Lovers” exercise, Hedwig 
manages to capture all the frenetic energy 
of the original off-off-off Broadway hit on

which it is based. Not so many years ago, 
John Cameron Mitchell catapulted himself 
into the stratosphere of edgy Great White 
Way wonders (much like Alan Cumming in 
Cabaret) by taking on a role few could 
tackle and making it his own. The fact that 
the mega-multitalented Mitchell also filled 
the shoes (we don’t think they were pumps) 
of writer and director didn’t hurt things 
much, either. 

In the film, Mitchell reprises his role 
as the divine Hedwig, a “somewhat” 
transsexual rock diva caught between two 
very rigid worlds of societally imposed 
gender. The “angry inch” is, in fact, the 
result of a botched surgical procedure 
undergone as a means to slip out of 
Communist Berlin on the arm of an 
American G.I. lover. It is also a short fuse 
on the rocket that sends our would-be 
superstar shooting towards fame—or at 
least on a desperate journey in search of its 
launch pad. 

Once in the States, Hedwig settles into 
married life, her scrubbed-down hausfrau 
look reminiscent of a young (if startled) 
Kathie Lee Gifford. When she is ditched 
for a more comely—and less 
“renovated”—lover, Hedwig moves on and 
takes a job babysitting on a military base. 
It is here that she meets Tommy 
Speck—later to become Tommy 
Gnosis—an individual who completes her

both spiritually and artistically. As their 
relationship develops, Tommy steals the 
crop generated by the seeds they’ve sown 
together, and heads off in search of 
stardom. Much to Hedwig’s dismay he 
finds it, and she is reduced to “shadowing” 
his U.S. tour in protest of the artistic rape 
perpetrated against her. Wherever Tommy 
goes, Hedwig follows, performing in a 
chain of seafood family restaurants before 
audiences comprised mainly of bewildered 
diners. It goes without saying that the 
results are delightful. 

As the nihilistically glamorous 
Hedwig, John Cameron Mitchell is 
brilliant, an icon of midwestern white trash 
culture as seen through a particularly 
colourful kaleidoscope. When he twists his 
metallic Rocky Horror mouth around the 
film’s numerous songs, the results are 
anything if not thrilling. It is Mitchell’s 
talent as a live performer that helps 
Hedwig’s musical numbers retain all the 
gritty verve of the original stage 
production, and the resulting soundtrack is 
sure to be a hit. 

With its trippy-naive animation 
sequences and slick cinematography, it is 
little wonder that Hedwig and the Angry 
Inch garnered Mitchell an Audience Award 
for Best Director at the Sundance Festival. 
When it comes to comedy, the film attacks 
with a barrage of sucker-punches—its

humour 
subversive. 

Perhaps to its disservice, trailers for 
Hedwig suggest a far more raucous and 
comedic offering, and the film certainly 
does boast these qualities. However, 
audiences can expect a comfortably 
challenging blend of themes and concepts 
as well, a gentler and more cerebral 
exploration of identity than can be 
addressed in the marketing of a film. 
Think of this as an added bonus—the sum 
of Hedwig’s parts (small as one of them is!) 
is nothing short of marvellous. 

Kudos to Odeon Films for having the 
balls to put this short-dicked diva onto the 
silver screen and allowing John Cameron 
Mitchell to share his vision with integrity.

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AIDS SOGIETY,‘AT THE AID 
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CONFERENCE; NTO 

Often a time of discovery, independence 
and freedom, twenty is an age many of us 
recall and wish we could be there again 
equipped with the knowledge we possess 
now. However, this is rarely an option. 
June 5th, 2001, marked the twentieth 
anniversary of an important moment in 
time: it was on this day in 1981 that the 
first written report of fungal infections and 
Pneumocystis carinii pneumonia (PCP) 
among healthy young gay men appeared in 
the Center for Disease Control’s (CDC): 
Morbidity and Mortality Weekly. By 
October, the CDC in Atlanta had declared 
it an epidemic. This day marks a point in 
time at which all our lives would change, 
and today millions are infected and will 
continue to die. In those days, it had no 
name and no one knew the cause. 

By 1982 transmission was linked to blood 
and shortly afterwards, to unprotected 
sexual intercourse. One of the most 
devastating diseases the world would 
know, Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome—AIDS, was named and would 
begin to enter our collective psyche. In 
1982, HTLV [Human T-cell Lymphotropic 
Virus], later to became known as HIV 
{Human Immunodeficiency Virus], was 
discovered to be the cause of AIDS. In 
1985 the first blood tests to screen for HIV 
antibodies became available. It is worth 
noting that there are those who will debate 
the point of HIV causing AIDS. That said, 
it must be pointed out that not every 
smoker will develop lung cancer or 
emphysema, but it does not isolate us from 
the truth that smoking is a factor in the vast 
majority of cases. Perhaps this debate, 
above all others, marks how far we have or 
have not come in twenty years. 

Anniversaries are usually a time of 
celebration. Certainly, we have seen the 
development of many drugs that slow the 
progression of HIV, and this is worth 
celebrating. The fact that those people who 
are already infected will live longer—and 
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in some cases have an improved quality of 
life—is cause enough for celebration. The 
flip side of this is the horrible impact those 
treatments have on a person’s body over 
time: liver failure, kidney failure and 
weight redistribution, to mention only a 
few. Funerals and memorial services are 
spread more thinly, but in reality the impact 
of the disease still rages under the surface 
of those events. 

Each year in Canada there are between 
3,500 and 5,000 new HIV infections, and 
the impact of HIV and AIDS will now be 
felt into the next century, both socially and 
economically. Within ten years, 100 
million people worldwide will have been 
infected with HIV or died of AIDS. 
Perhaps if we are to find anything to mark 
this anniversary, it will be in reflection. 
The past twenty years have been marked by 
hate, discrimination, intolerance and 
denial. Even in 2001, this continues to 
have a catastrophic impact on those living 
with the disease. 

May 2002 will mark the twentieth 
anniversary of the first case of AIDS 
reported in Canada. Will the same things be 
written then? When a rally is held in 
downtown Toronto to mark that 
anniversary, will only thirty people show 
up—more than half of them be people 
living with the disease? It only makes 
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sense that, at some point, we must draw a 
line in the sand behind which we can all 
rally to make a difference. Inthe ’80s and 
90s, it was the deaths of our friends, 
family and community members that 
brought us together in response to the 
crisis. Now, twenty years later, HIV has 
not gone away, AIDS has not gone away 
and people are still dying. What will it take 
to unite us today? 

A common proclamation to politicians 
from the frontlines of AIDS work in the 
*80s was, “How many people need to 


become infected or die before it becomes 
important?” Perhaps that same 
proclamation needs to be reiterated more 
broadly in a slightly different way: “How 
many people need to become infected or 
die before it becomes important to you?” 
This is something we all must think about, 
both in reflection on twenty years of an 
epidemic and with an eye on the future. 
Twenty years from now, let’s truly 
celebrate and not reflect on apathy or 
denial.

Before I came to New Mexico for the 
first time, the image that it conjured up was 
scorchingly hot, desolate, flat and bleak. I 
didn’t think the desert was for me, and had it 
not been for professional considerations, I 
never would have visited Santa Fe—or 
anywhere else in the southwest for that 
matter. And I would have missed 
experiencing one of the most amazing areas 
the U.S. has to offer. Truly, if you’ ve never

been to the American Southwest, you can’t 
possibly imagine what it’s like; if you don’t 
think that you can find something of interest 


down here, you’re wrong. New Mexico, 
especially, is one of the most culturally, 
geographically and culinarily diverse places 
in America. 

Santa Fe, the capital, is the epicentre of 
New Mexico’s converging influences. It’s a 
small city, but it is home to a unique (and 
sometimes odd!) mix of people and 
professions from all backgrounds and walks 
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of life. Historically, the area was first 
populated by the local bands of native 
Americans who still comprise a significant 
percentage of the population. Many make 
their living as artisans and craftspeople, and 
Santa Fe is famous for its authentic native 
jewelry and pottery. Indeed, just north of 
Santa Fe, at Taos, is the oldest continuously 
inhabited pueblo (southwestern native 
community) in North America. The Tiwa 
people have been living in these traditional- 
style adobe stacked homes for more than 
300 years, with little change to their 
lifestyles. The native influence on Santa Fe 
is most readily apparent in the architecture, 
which is almost entirely adobe. 

Santa Fe was also the first place the 
Spanish settled as they travelled north from 
Mexico, bringing with them their culture, 
their cuisine and Catholicism. All of these 
combined with the local traditions to give 
birth to a unique society that can’t be found 
anywhere else. The focus of New Mexican 
religion is the Virgin Mary in the persona of 
“Guadalupe,” and it is her image that 
usually appears above the alter. in Catholic 
churches. The mythology surrounding the 
Virgin has been largely drawn from the 
native earth goddess traditions, which seem 
to have given the people much more tolerant 
attitudes compared to other southern states. 


Any itinerary should include a stop at the 
“Santuario de Guadalupe” in Santa Fe (the 
oldest Virgin-centred church in America) 
and a trip to the “Santuario de Chimayo,” a 
little north of Santa Fe. The Santuario de 
Chimayo is revered world-wide as a healing 
place; there are countless testimonies of 
individuals who miraculously recovered 
from afflictions after visiting the “Shrine” 
where you are invited to contact the divine 
through its sacred soil. You are even 
encouraged to take some away with you. 
It’s a compelling place—even for the 
a-religious. 

Of course, the entire southwest, 
including New Mexico and Santa Fe, is 
permeated with the image of the cowboy, 
but in Santa Fe it is probably less reflected 
in local ranching than it is in the local art. 
Drawn by the eclecticism, Santa Fe has 
become an artists’ haven. Probably the best 
known figure of this region is Georgia 
O’Keefe, whose work is celebrated in a 


must-see museum named after her, just off 
the historic plaza downtown. Canyon Road 
sports most of the art galleries in town —try 
to attend one of the “Art Walks,” when the 
public is invited to meander along the street 
with complementary wine and cheese and 
peruse the art. 

I don’t want to give the impression that 
New Mexico is only for the artsy-types, 
though. About an hour from Santa Fe is Los 
Alamos, home of the U.S. Department of 
Energy’s research labs and one of the largest 
scientific communities in the States. It is 
also home to one of the most influential 
inventions in the history of human 
civilization: the bomb. Although weapons 
research no longer goes on in Los Alamos, 
the town’s history is readily apparent in 
everything from the science museum to the 
street names. It is certainly educational to 
visit Los Alamos, even if, like me, you have 
some trouble with the seeming reverence for 
this tool of mass destruction. 

Today, there is all kinds of scientific 
research going on in New Mexico. The 
Santa Fe Institute (located in its namesake 
city) is devoted to the study of chaos and 
complexity—as a reference point, Jeff 
Goldblum’s character in Jurassic Park was 
from SFI). In the middle of the San Agustin 
plains, about fifty miles west of Socorro, is

the Very Large Array—a total of twenty- 
seven radio telescopes spread out in a ‘Y’ 
over a twenty-six mile diameter area. This 
spectacular assembly monitors deep space 
and, as another reference point, made a 
prominent appearance in Contact with Jodie 
Foster. Many researchers have branched out 
into the private sector as well with their own 
start-ups, creating a considerable 
technological boom in New Mexico. 

If cutting edge science isn’t enough to 
get you excited, then maybe science fiction 
is. Roswell, site of the infamous UFO 
sighting and setting of the now-defunct WB 
teen drama of the same name, makes for a 
bizarre day trip. The entire town is now 
dedicated to alien life in all its glory, 
including a museum commemorating one of 
the most well known (if not completely 
validated) government conspiracies of all 
time. (Sadly, you’re more likely to spot a

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real alien here than any of the television 
series’ photogenic stars.) Hopefully 
Roswell: the Musical will still be running 
when you visit! 

I was quickly dissuaded that New 
Mexico was desolate and bleak. Nor is it 
flat. All of New Mexico developed 
geologically on an active fault (that has lor’g 
settled) and consequently there are 
mountains everywhere—the bottom tip of 
the Rockies, in fact. But the mountains of 
New Mexico bear little resemblance to the 
mountains of Alberta and British Columbia. 
They are relatively short and rounded, but 
very steep and often surrounded by huge 
mesas (broad flat plains at high altitudes) 
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that in turn drop off at huge cliffs and 
canyons. Santa Fe is nestled into one such 
mountainous region and the residential areas 
that drift up the hills provide a breathtaking 
view of the city and storms that move in 
from the southwest. 

Moreover, New Mexico isn’t as hot as 
one might think. Summer daytime 
temperatures probably push the bounds of 
comfort, but at night (because of its high 
altitude) temperatures plummet, so be sure 
to have a warm sweater or jacket on hand. 
And—surprise, surprise—in the winter New 
Mexico gets quite a lot of snow! Santa Fe 
and Taos are both famous for excellent 
skiing. 

New Mexican food is to die for (I hope 
you like it hot). Although there are some 
obvious similarities to Mexican cuisine, it is 
sufficiently distinct to warrant its own 
classification. Very quickly you will 
discover that everything is bathed in chile 
and you will always be asked for your 
preference: red, green or both (I suggest that 
you ask for “Christmas”). Which is hotter, 
the red or the green, is dependent on all sorts 
of factors, including the amount of 
precipitation that year, the season and how 
individual restaurants prepare it. 
Sophisticated visitors and connoisseurs will 
ask the server about their chile. In Santa Fe, 
there are some culinary musts: the 
Santacafe—Santa Fe’s finest—go for lunch 
if you’re on a budget; Tecalote—famous 
throughout the area for its fabulous 
breakfasts; and Baja Taco—what Taco Bell 
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invite you and a guest to attend the rock musical event of 
the summer based on the HIT off-Broadway show. 
If you live in Edmonton or Calgary 
you could win passes to the premiere of 
Hedwig and The Angry Inch and other fabulous prizes at:

should be: cheap, fast, and utterly mouth- 
watering. Finally, I recommend the Plaza 
Cafe, a ’50s-style diner on the downtown 
plaza that serves some mighty fine dishes; it 
was easily my favourite. 

If you decide a trip to New Mexico, I 
think I’ve made it clear that you’ll want to 
centre your visit in Santa Fe. Although 
Santa Fe does have an airport, if you 
removed the control tower, it would be 
smaller than my parents’ house and it is only 
serviced by white-knuckle, eighteen-seat, 
prop-plane commuter flights from Denver 
(which can be quite an adventure in and of 
themselves...). If you fly, you’ll likely fly 
into Albuquerque and then head to Santa Fe. 
A car in New Mexico is a must; if you fly, 
then rent one. There is so much to see just a 
short car ride outside of Santa Fe aside from 
what I’ve already mentioned: White Sands 
National Monument—a 210-square mile 
expanse of snow white sand dunes (also 
location of the first nuclear explosion); 
Chaco Canyon—a World Heritage Site and 
home to 1000-year-old ruins of the centre of 
the Anasazi civilization; the Blue Hole—a 
naturally occurring eighty-foot-deep well of 
ice-cold water in the middle of the desert, 
whicheis popular for scuba-diving; 
Petroglyph National Monument—centuries- 
old drawings carved into volcanic rock; 
Bandolier National Park—famous for 
ancient cliff dwellings. This is before you 
get into such standards as camping and 
white-water rafting on the Rio Grande! It’s 
inconceivable that you might get bored.

Accommodations in Santa Fe are as 
diverse as the population. If you’ve got 
some extra space on that credit card, the 
Anasazi Inn and the Santa Fe hotel are top- 
of-the-line, but there’s also a youth hostel 
and cheap summer housing at St. John’s 
College, as well as everything in between. 

Despite a quite large GLBT population, 
there isn’t much geared explicitly towards 
the gay community in Santa Fe (or 
anywhere outside of Albuquerque, for that 
matter) and it doesn’t have much to offer as 
far as a “scene.” There is one dance club, 
Paramount, and it’s a popular hangout, but 
not by any means exclusively gay. That 
being said, there isn’t anywhere that you 
could call exclusively straight, either! The 
people of Santa Fe seem so accepting that 
there doesn’t seem to be a need for 
exclusivity. Walking the streets of Santa Fe, 
it seems that the entire city has been 
sprinkled with a little “fairy dust,” and it’s 
easy to feel at home.
